CHAPTER 227.

AN ACT to appropriate the sum of money hercinafter named
to the Wisconsin State Board of Agriculture.

The people of the state of Wisconsin represented in senate and
assembly do enact as follows:

Purpose of appropriation. Secrrox 1. There is hereby ap-
propriated out of the general fund of the state, not otherwise
appropriated, the suin of twenty thousand dollars, to the Wis-
eonsin State Board of Agrienlture, for the purpose of making
improvements and repairs upon the fair grounds owned by the
state of Wisconsin, in Milwaukee county.
